SOCIETY I^OK PROMOTING THE EDU^A^ 
TION OF THE POOR OF IRELAND. 

The education of the poor of Ireland, 



is a grand object, which every Irishman 
anxious for the welfare and prosperity of 
his country, shoufd have in view, as the 
basis upon which its morals and true hap- 
piness can be best secured. It is there- 
fore considered highlv im|>ortanr, that 
Schools should be opened, divested of all 
Sectarian distinctions in every part of the 
arrangement. 

To forward this measure, a Society has 
been formed, and denominated, " The 
Society for Promoting the Education of 
the Poor of Ireland." 

All Subscribers of not less than Ten 
Guineas, and a donation of One Guinea 
annually, shall be considered members 
thereof. 

The affairs of the Society are to be con- 
ducted by a Committee of 21 members, 
to be annually elected, who shall report 
to a general meeting, to be held on the 
second Monday in May each year. 

The object of the Society being to pro- 
mote the establishment and facilitate the 
conducting of schools, wherein the poor 
of Ireland may be instructed iu Reading, 
Writing, and Arithmetic, in a cheap and 
expeditious way, and without Sectarian 
distinctions, have adopted the following 
plan of procediire. 

They will give information upon the sub- 
ject of erecting and fitting up of School- 
house; upon a suitable plan, and so far as 
ttieir funds will allow, they will contribute 
to the expense that may be incurred upon 
this head by local Associations. 

They wil 1 assist in procuring properly 
qualified School Masters. 

They will furnish Stationary, Books, 
Slates, and other articles necessary for 
Schools, at reduced prices. 

And thev recommend the plan prac- 
tised by Mr. Joseph Lancaster giving a 
Scriptural education, ?nd combining there- 
with economy and method, as well adapt-, 
ed to meet the circumstances of the Ptior 
of Ireland. And they further recommend 
that in the Schools to be founded, there be 
no distinction on account of religious opi- 
nions iu Managers, Instructors, or Scho- 
lars, and that Catechisms, and Books of 
Religious Controversy, be excluded.
